Because they called Attorney-General 
Herbert S. Hadley a “‘butt-insk!l""—and that 
is the way they spelled it—the petition of 
Attorneys Davis and Steele of “Cassville.

Judges Bland, Goode and Nortoni charac- 
terized the use of this expression as “‘scur- 
rilous and unprofessional.” 

Meagher was charged with having given 
away whisky on Sunday to a few friends 
in his salodn at.Cagsville. In the Circuit 
Court of Barry County the case was de- 
cided against him.

Negro Concerned in Killing of 
Louisiana Planter Promptly 
Lynched by Mob.

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 2.—Ernest 
Lacour, a prominent young white planter 
was shot and killed by negrocs near Batch- 
éllor railway station ‘last night. He was 
sfruck by, half a dozen bullets and died In 
a few minutes. The negroes at once took 
to woods near town and neaded for the 


cane brakes. A poese of citizens was 
formed as soon.as the shooting became 
known and started on the trail of the fu- 
gitives on horseback. 

They were caught about five miles from 
town. Tom Wlison,. one of the negroes, 
showed fight when called on to surrender 
and was shot and etrung to the nearest 
tree. The others submitted to arrest and 
were brought to town and jaded. 

When asked about the shooting one of } 
the negroes said they had ‘“‘jJes shot at dat 
white man fer fun.”

completed his law. studies. ‘ 


Mr. Galt accumulated wealth and 
as a lawyer. He made many warm per- 
sonal friends, among them Robert 4A. 
Barnes, who upon his death left a £1,000.q00 
bequest for the’ establishment of Barnes 
Medical College. Mr. Galt was named as a 
beneficiary in this will, and was made one 
of the three executors; the late Richard M.

Mr. Galt confined his practice to civil 
cases, and devoted most of his time to cor- 
poration work. He was attorney for St. 
Louis street railways before the formation 
of the United Railways Co., and was also 
counsei for other large corporations, busi- 
ness firms and men of wealth.

GHORED BY CASTRL 


Venezuelan President Announces 
Completion of Objectionable 
Agreement at Berlin. 


CARACAB, Venezuela, June 2.—President 
Roosevelt and the United States received 
an official slap in the face here today 
when President Castro read his message to 
the Venezuelan Congress. 

In the document the dictator announced 
the signing of the agreement with the 
Disconto Bank of Berlin, which was ob- 
jected to by Mr. Roosevelt on the ground 
that it provides for the payment of debts 
owing German and English companies 
while the American creditors are forced 
to walt. 

It was the announcement of his intention 
to sign this agreement, which is conceded 
to be wholly unfair to American creditors, 
that resulted in the delivery of a virtual 
ultimatum by Minister Bowen and precip- 
itated the misunderstanding which eventu- 
ally resulted in the recall of the United 
States Minister. 

No denial is made by Venezuelan officials 


that the failure of the United States Sen- | 


ate to back President Roosevelt up in the 
Santo Domingo matter caused President 
Castro to believe that he could violate the 
demand of the United States with im- 


punity. 

Relative to the country’s relations with 
United States, President Castro said: 

“With the United States, through causes 
foreign to our will, we have had a shght 
difference, but the discussion of the ques- 
tions seems to have made the facts clear 
to the American Government, judging from 
the measures the said Government lately 
passed in favor of our good and cordial 
friendship. 

‘Those auestions refer to the Bermudeg 
and Orinoco companies. The latter have al- 
ready been adjudged under the protocols, 
but nevertheless Mr. Bowen desired a new 
arbitration. 

“The Government could not accede to this 
as the sovereignty and independence of the 
Republic were involved.”

It is reported that the Czar has asked the French Ambassador 
to arrange for peace negotiations, “France having agreed, if 
Japan’s terms are too onerous, to undertake to form a concert 
of the powers to demand mediation.” 

This probably means that a desperate attempt will be made 
to rob Japan of the fruits of victory. The diplomatic >wrong 
of 1895 will be repeated on a grander scale in 1905. 
og But this is a forlorn hope. Japan is in better position now 
to defy any such sharp practice. She knows her power, and, 
what is not less important, the German Emperor knows it. 
She will not be frightened by a menace from Berlin; nor is it. 
likely that William will try his luck in an adventure which 
might bring the English navy into action. 

Japan will require the Russians to evacuate Manchuria and 
give securities for the future. And an indemnity will be de- 
manded as of course. But it is not likely that the Mikado 
will take an ungenerous advantage over his wretched foe. That 
would not be in keeping with known Japanese characteristics. 

The ,end of the matter must be that Japan shall enjoy pre- 
eminent influence in Eastern Asia. The sooner the nations 
of Europe and America confess that inevitable fact, the better 
it will be for them and for the peace of the world. No shuffling 
of diplomatic cards across the table when the negotiators as- 
semble is likely to alter the decrees of fate. Russia is out 
of it. And Germany and France dare not invite disaster to 
themselves by pulling chestnuts out of the fire for the bureau- 
crats of St. Petersburg.

Mr. Sullivan appeared at 9 o'clock in the 
morning of the opening day in his evening 
clothes and wore them all day, much to the 
admiration of the multitude and greatly to 
the glorv and increment of the show. 
There js a rose garden on every lawn in 
Portland, and all the roses nodded in air 
as clear as crystal and in sunshine that 
glittered. The city took a holiday. The 
stores, shops and business places were all 
closed. The men put on their best clothes 
and the women their prettiest frocks. Ev- 
ery man had a flower in his buttonhole and 
every woman a nosegay on her waist. 
Crowds came in to help celebrate from the 
surrounding country and from the State of 
Washington. 

There was a parade led py the men who 
have made the fair, looking very important 
in their high hats and with their white 
badges. Every high hat in Portland was on 
duty. The Vice-President and the congres- 
sional party rode in the parade, as did the 
governors of states and their staffs. There 
was a bunch of regulars and some state 
militia.
